Eeau.lfttl Ireland. 

We know, of course, that Ireland is called 
the " Emerald Isle, ' and the color of the 
emerald is green, but never had it entered into 
our imaginai'.on that there was anywhere in 
this woi Id to be seen such verdure as it charmed 
our eves lo look upon in the iiiral districts of 
Ireland. The slopes, the knolls, the dells, 
fieliis of young grain, over wnich the breezes 
creep like playful spiiiis of the beautiful ; the 
pastures, dol'.ed over with sheep of the puri st 
wool; the hills id's, -isiiig up into mist-shrouded 
inonn.ains, are all covered with iliick carpels of 
smooth, velvet green. But Ireland should also 
be called Flowery Isle. There is not a spot in 
Ireland, I believe, where blessed nature can 
find an excuse for putting a flower, but she has 
put one — not only in the gardens and in 
(he meadows, but upon the very walls and the 
crags of the sea, I'rom the great blooming 
rhododendrons, down lo the smallest lloweret 
that luoilestly peeps forth from its grassy cover. 
The Irish fuize, so richly yellow, covers all 
places that nrgbt otherwise be bare or barren, 
the silkwoim delights everywhere, from tho. - 
sands of trees, to drop its " web of gold ; ' the 
blooming hawthorn, with the sweet-scented 
jiink, and especially the white variety, adorns 
tho landscape and the gardens; wall-flowers, 
of every hue and variety, clamber to hide the 
harshness of the mural supports; the beetled 
cliffs of the .North sea are h inged and softened 
with lovely flowers; and if you kneel any- 
where almost on the yielding, velvety carpet, 
you will find little, well-nigh in visible flow- 
erets, red, white, blue andyellow, wrought into 
the very woof and teiiure. Ireland ought to 
bs called the Ueautilul Isle. The snirit of the 
beautiful hovers over and touches to living 
loveliness every point.— /'aW Mali (Jazelle.

Erciiine Eacounier with a Fema'e Grizzly- 
While at Monterey hist week, says the Cas- 
troville -Argus, of August 5th, we met Kd. 
I ogwood,and vveie furnished by him with the 
lollowing particulars of an encounter that h« 
and bis brother Joseph had with a gri-z:;ly bear, 
aliout three weeis ago. The locality where it 
took place is in the mountains about thirty 
miles isoulh of .Monterey, ia what is known as 
the ••Fresuo ' district, beyond the head ot Car- 
niel Valley. The griz/.ly had killed a cow of 
lid's one night, with in aboiitlliree liund'-ed yards 
of the house, and dragged the carcass into a dry 
creek bed, « bere it was found the second day 
alter. The night following, Joseph took his 
station in a liee close by to watch lor the bear, 
and during the night got a shot at it, only 
fucctrding, however, in breaking one of its 
forelegs. -Next morning both brotheis started 
out on horseback, and lollowed the trail ol 
blood from the wounded limb about a mile up 
llie ravine, at which point a grizzly cub, about 
lour months old, ^u^hed out of the brush; and 
w.iS disjia'ched lorthwith. A very short dis- 
tance beyond, Ed., being in the advance, (lis. 
covered the enemy, who, gaining sight of her 
human fees only about thirty feet oil', immedi- 
ately raau.; a lurious charge upon them. Ed. 
pulled the first trigger of his double-barreled 
shot-gun, but the gun snapped, and J}y the time 
he could fire t'le other barrel the bear was 
rearing up in the face of his m.ire. The latter 
iiiaile a tearful bound to one side, diverting 
Ed.'s aim so that thougn the bear was blind- 
ed by the fl.isli and smoke, Ihe balls with 
which the gun wis loaded only bit bei 
in one of her hind feet. Tne jump of 
the mare threw her rider just as he fired, riglr 
ill front of the now thoroughly infuriated bear, 
Aiiich, luckily blinded and bewiblered by tin 
explosion and lie'.ngunderfuil he^idway, ran 1 I 
over hini at Joe, who was close behind. !1 
turned his horse as she came, and stunned he 
with a pistol shot in the head, but not belin 
,-lie lore oil' the bind part of bis sandle wit. 
<uie stroke of her sound lore-paw, and by he 
charge completely demoralized his horse, whic 
soMii placed u respectable distance betweet 
l.i .iself and the|e'ieniy- EJ. had by this time con- 
>i iced himself that he was not killed (allhoiigl. 
rendered very suspicious that he was by tht 
bloo'ly smearing be had received as the bear 
lushed over him), ami liatless, gunless, and 
hOL-eless. beat a retreat inst inter to join Joe 
on a rocky dill' about seventy yards oir, from 
which a view of ilie wounded and |iio3!rate 
I'oe could be h.'-d with safety. .A conneil of 
war reiul'ed in his starting oil afoot for rein- 
forcements, leaving Joe as a detachment of 
eavalr/ to "sort of skirmish around' r.nd 
watch the enemy. Opportune reinforcements 
in til'- shape of a hunter with a rifle were met 
about a half mile off, and from the top of the 
cliff mentioned, that b'ar was soon filled with 
lea.l enough to mal;e it a cold corpus of some 
six or Seven hundred pounds' weight. 

Ed. expresses himself as perfei tly satisfied 
that Joe s.ved his life, bi^tdoes not desire par- 
ticularly that Joseph shall again be called upon 
to do so under like circunislaiices. It was 
certainly a narrow escape and a singularly 
lorlunate one fur both men.

The niaiinfactiirc of .sassafras oil has 
been conducted for the past two years in Ilicli- 
iiioud, Va., on an extensive scale, by a firm of 
c doled persons. And since the establishment 
of this factory, similar establishments iiave 
been started alorg the railroads at various 
paints throUL- liout \'iiginia. At the factory in 
Kichinund Ihe sa.ssafras root is purchased al 
the rate of 30 cents p'T 100 poniijs, ,ind the 
collectors, it is sta'ed, have, in some instances, 
made $2 a day by the sale of raw material, to 
the establishment. The machinery uses up 40,- 
OOO puuuds of t!ie sassafras root in a week, or 
10,000 pounds a day, the si'll only working 
four days in iJie week. Tiie oil inanulaclured 
amounts to '.J^ier cent of the stock Uied, 800 
pounds of unrectified oil being made from 40,- 
000 pounds of Ihe root. This (piantity is 
further reduced by rectification aiiil cleansing 
from sediment and impurity. A gallon of line 
oil Weighs t'jn poun ls, tinii forty gallons aie 
produced every week. It is largely ii.sed for 
scenting toilet soap and for flavoring tobacco.

VVu li»TO real with very close ailention the 
Rpeech of lion \V. S Qroosbick, clelivered at 
Steubeiiville, Oliio, on the 13tli insl., in be- 
half of ihe l)<!ino<;ratic ticket. 

It is a speucli evldiintly prepared with great 
care and ilclibjrtliun, an 1 evince.s throl^;hnut 
the schoUrnhip an 1 ability for which its au- 
thor is liislin^uished. The first pirtion of it 
is devoted to the Fourt«n:h and Fifteenth 
AmeDJments, an I the remain ler to an arraign, 
inent of the I'adical party, for the revolution- 
ary acts priK.sed by Congres.-! in pursuance o 
t lem, an 1 of the Iladical policy generally, 
Mr. Groes'Hjck is one of those who regard 
the Funneenth and Fifteenth Amendments as 
the legltiiiiale results of the late war, to be 
accapted as finalities, r.difiu-l by lha people 
"Vrv whore, and built up)n as wholesoinj an 1 
banefi;«nt sdtilions of vexi'ious questions- 
While deprec.ilin^ the irrt-g ilarity hv whicli 
th -y were adupie I, hj yet ontcn U ihat there 
is nothin; in our history that will entble their 
vilidity fi) hf q lastione 1, arguinj; at s.iiue 
length to show lh\t thj S ipreiiij (rjurt can- 
not, even up in a chir,;^ <if fniu 1, h ivj super- 
vision "over thi action of Cjn.;ross in pissing 
• statutei or over the action of .S..tie Lc,;isla- 
tures, or State onvention.s, in adopting a con- 
stitutional anif ndnient." 

The postulate up'in whic'.i Mr. Groesbeck 
bises his argument upon th,- fi i.iliiy of 
uf the am-nliiunts is as follows : 

Tlie result! of su'cessfiil \v ir are alwHvs de- 
cUreU in s im'i liiiidin;; forio. If it !>•• a wiir 
between n.iiiuns, the results ajipear in the final 
treaty : if it li.- >i civil w.ir, they u-'ii.illy appear 
in some innJiK-;Htiun of the hind iinenhil law, 
confuniiing it to the new cundii ion <if tile (ft>v- 
ernnieiit. Such i.s oiir cnse. Tl.e recent eon- 
BtiliUlonul aniendmeiils stand lor tlie final 
treaty of our civil war. 

It would seem to tequtro no further nrgu- 
msnt than this if his premises are ndiiiiiiid- 
It is a similar plea to that of military neces- 
sity, under which every atrocity o' the wan 
and every violation of law ur Constitutitms 
WIS sanctioned and jiislitie l. A silling, lii>w- 
evjr, of Mr. C/roesluck's nrgifnent in 'avor o f 
a ratifintinn of tno two last am>n Imjnts will 
show thtt tli3 o')j JCls SKCure 1 by them .so 
th)rou;;hl|r miet bin approval that he is will 
in; to overlook the violence by which they 
wjre comp.tssed. Ho regard.s them as bless, 
in.;s, and b.dicvjs tint the end jiisiili'js the 
iDians. Tiiorou^hly in svmpithy with the 
objects of the war, he sajs he his no criticism 
to niikj np'in it. •• I'liinkful for its great vie 
t try, I decline to c induin i its conduct. War 
is always despotic. Y'>u can not bind it with 
fjnu ilities, n ir diesitc irj much (or Consii- 
tttions. War is violence, anl its work is 
slaughter an l dintruction ul li'e, property , or 
wniitcver may oppose it U inslitulio is lur 
ni.h no sulfljieut programme lor such work, 
n ir should tbev. Nor do I allii le to the ex 
trivag.ince of the war, for war is al*'avs prod- 
igal and wasteful ; nor to the corruptions 
of the war, lor wir will en.;jn Ijr iheiii.*' 
In other words, bdievmg the war in its 
objects and results a blessing, he naturally 
concurs in the aniendincnls, and ncommeiids 
that they be ratifi-Klafil built upon. We 
can well see how anybidr starting out with 
the Aam3 prainises woul I arrive at a similar 
conclusion. Not being one of these, wo fail 
to be convinceil by M.-. Groosbjck's logic or 
rhotiric as to tlu in allibility of th;se ni «n- 
u uents of Rt lical vi>)ljn;5. This is the 
''Sew Departure," to which wj d i n it sub- 
scribe, and it will lake a th irough pdiiical 
reconstruction over to bring us to an indoise- 
mjnt of Mr. Grousb.'ck's views on this point. 
Nor are we surprise I to liilths Cinciunati 
Enquirer also entering its protest, as it does 
in the following, from its issue of the 1-tih, 
in which the speech app-^ars : 

In all that Mr. Groesbeck says in regard to 
the amenilmeiils to the Coosiituiion, wliub 
have been made by military violence since the 
war, we do not concur, nor will, we presume, 
the Democratic p^irtv. altl)0ii};''i perhaps, ibey 
may not differ with hini in regard to the iio- 
praciicabflity of elT.icicg them from the funda- 
mental law. For our.selve3, we do not think 
that the Koiinecnth and Fifteenth .\niend- 
raents were, in any respect, the necessary re- 
sults of the war, nor do we think that they 
make so little change in the character of the 
Constitution as Mr. Groesbeck supposes. 

The remainder of Mr. Groeslxick's speech is a 
grand eff ort.marred only by that which precede" 
it. For it isimpossibleeven inconte nplating bi^ 
ablest flights of oratory or his most striking 
reaches of argument, to forget how much he 
has weakened himself by accepting the amend- 
ments as growing logicilly out of lh>< war, 
and to be ratifi id as the flnil treaty, ili.s 
apostrophe to the Slate principle is eloquent, 
his analysis of the Election bill ami the Ku 
Klux bill is .sc tilling, but it is as h illow rhe - 
toric after his indarsement and ratification of 
the amendm jnts, which strikj di>wn every- 
thing like S ate rights, anl of whose frandu 
lent and violent assumption the C mgression 
al ads are but the echo. It is approving the 
greater aid cond raning the less; it is p; o i. 
ping up the substance and trying to erase .he 
shadow ; it is yielding the principle and op- 
posing a policy; it is apprjving ihe cau.se 
and condemning the effect.

Ridicalisin at the South has been ''pro- 
gressive," especially in the nutter of iiicreas 
jng taxes ami plunging States in debt. Here 
are a few illu>lratii.iis :

In 1869 do do 22, .100,000 

In 1870 do do 41,000,000 
In 1871 do do 40,000,000 

In 1850 to isao the State tax ranged from 
21 to 20 cents on $10J. In ISG.'y-GO, :}7'-j 
cents ; in 1815:). 73 cjnts; in 1870, $1 4.5 ; 
in 1871. $2, with an excess of expenditures 
over receipts, of $8,778,618 15. 

So in North Carolina, in ISOS, the S'ate 
debt was $11 WKJ OOO, and is now $40 000,- 
000, and the State lax required to meet all 
expenses amounts to $5 on the $100, and the 
whole property of the State is assessed at 
only $120 000 000. In Arkansas the debt 
in 13G8 was $3 225,000, and is now $10,000 
(yjO. In Texas, in 18C8, tlie State needed 
$311,268 ;!l), provideil by maans of a tax o' 
15 cents on $100 ; in 1871 the expenses are 
$5,837,953 88, and the tax $2 25 on $100. 
Ill Georgia the State bills in 186;) were 
$0152,600; in 1S70, $1,170,021 02. In 
1869, the total bounded debt of Georgia was 
$5 554.450. and in 1871, the registered 
bonded debt is $20 1.37.500.

BEN. BUILEB ITU THE HANDS OF HIS 
FEIENBS. 

It is a common thing lor Democratic papers 
to be taken to t.isk by Radical Journals .or 
their free comments upon Ben. Butler, his 
personal appearance, and his montal and 
moral obliquities. Just now, h'>wever, be 
has dared to laise his sacreligious bead in op- 
position to the ruling saints of Massachusetts 
loyalty, as an independent candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and he is forthwith assailed with all 
manner of vituperation.

In appearance, wlien he sprearjs his tail, 
riiffl -s liis f"*lliers and infl inies lii.s wattles, 
there is no niiiniHl so fierce; liis aspect is 
grandly martial; but at the fir.-t prick lie col- 
lapses like a bladder ; a shot will in ike liim 
drop his tail and sneak away with blanched 
visage. He is cruel and overuearinx ; lie h is 
been known 10 kill his yoiiiif.' and he attacks 
Ihe weiik with rapacity; he delights to pursue 
timid wonu-n and little children; but he is an 
arrant coward, and instantly abates his swell- 
ing (lomposily at the sIkIiI of a slick in llic 
hands ol a le-olule man — until he is out of the 
reach of it. One of the ni «st ch iracteristic 
acts of the gobbler is his peculiar strut up and 
doun the platUirin, swelling up ami lifting his 
legs in II Sort of jerking consonance with the 
pride williin, when he has attracted the atten- 
tion of spectators by an uncommon gobble. 
At such moments he is simply niagniHcent. 
He is the most courageous bird living, when 
there is no danfrer. If we could inia;:ine him 
going to war, lii^ would lead a regiment with 
the most striking poniposi'y and martial bear- 
ing, until lie heard a gun, when be would in- 
stantly turn tail ttnd seek Jiis camp, where his 
followers would find liim vaporing be'or.; his 
tent, as lar,;e asever, daring ilie enemy to come 
ou. Physical cuurai;e is not prominent in Ihe 
gobbler, notwithstanding his warlike aspect. 

As if this were not enough to crush him, it 
adds, apparently for the lyenefil of tho.se who 
like Franklin, think ilie turkey a bird good 
enough 10 Iw the emblem of our nationality, 
i I place of th; eagle, that tha Beast is like- 
wise devoid of integrit',', modesty, Lruthfulne s 
and honor, and pionouiices him a liar in llio 
unadorned vernacular of that journal. After 
the same fasbiim. Harper's Weekly also lakes 
a tilt at him, in the following remarks : 

And now General Ihitler, who ten years nuo 
denounced old John Brown as a tiailor and 
murderer and felon, iin ferlakes to win Kepub- 
lican voles in .Mass icliiisetis by slanderiiig one 
of the earliest and triie«t and most un.-wi rviiig 
of the Old man's tricnd<; and be does it be- 
c tnse he is iiiiiilile lo r>-ply to tl e arguments 
which that friend nrjies wliy the (.real mass of 
.M iss icliusetts men, who ten years ago ilid n t 
think John Urown a scoundrel, should not now 
vole into John A. Andrew s seit a man who 
did. General lliitler says that if lie can have 
hii way, and be elected (Jovernor o .Ma.^sa- 
chiisetis, lie will put Mr S,inliorn olT llie board 
of cbarilies. If General IIiilK-r could have 
had his way, Robei t Toonihs vvoii!d have called 
bis slave roll upon Hunker Hill; and had he 
done so, tile General should heve been the first 
10 nnsffcr. * '* * » a 

ff there was any man in New K iglaiid who 
ou.:ht to have gone to the war and to hive 
S'-rved faithliiliy to undo the niisehii f of a life. 
General Butler was the man. Ilepublicaiis will 
let by-yoiies be by-gones. But when an old agent 
of J. lines .M. .Mason and Jefferson Divis, to 
crush the the .Northern cou.scieiice, strives to 
carry M.issaclituetts by inalijining men who 
bravely fon^iit to the end .i longer ami more 
terrible h.iitle for lilieny and America than 
( vor General Biiiler saw in Itte fi -Id, it is lime 
for Massachusetts Republicans to pause and 
consider. 

Now. merelv pausing to .state as mailer of 
history that II ibort roombs njvor in tde thi 
remark attributed lo him about calling the 
roll of his slaves upon Bunker Hill, and pub- 
licly denied the charge years ago, we must 
lie permitted t<> siy tliat this promises to be a 
lK.-aiiliful H^bt, in which wj wish our enemies 
all the confusion possible. lu his speeches 
Butler dcfeniis Gen Grant, and declares bitn 
.self bis friend and supp irior. This is reason 
enough for the Tri'mno —whicli, just now, 
his strong oiivictions on the "one term' 
principle — to show its tu-.-th viciously. On 
the olhir hinl, oih ir inll untial journal > 
warm in the advocacy o' G.-n. Granl's rc- 
eleflion, are eq ially severe U'pon the hero of 
Beihel for his iiupudcnc.- m cndj.ivoring to 
gather s'rcngth by c nipling the nauu of h's 
own with that ol th ! I'lesident- Altog-itber 
it is d.'cil dly ricli, a:i l we h ip5 will get 
richer an I richer. Upon pi inciples oi retribu 
live justice, we should b; glad to .>-ee Butler 
elected Governor of M iss.ichusells. We 
should liki t l sej ihi lui i wh hu thit Siate 
furnished to cutniiiit the en irmiiies practiced 
by hiiu in Sew Oi leans, by wlixb his name 
lias been made infamous all over the world, 
relurn"d like the legendary curss to torinnit 
those who appl iu led his villainies as long as 
Ihev were practice'! on others Bjsidus (wing 
such a wholesome moral hsson, it would re- 
nun'e him I'om C mgress, wboso atmisphers, 
p irifi; lb/ lbs in!r;isjl I) tn icratic num- 
bers, can hardly be .said to be as congenial for 
him as it once was.

Tne same result^ are obtained 
in extracting the juice from apples. The mo- 
tive power necessary to drive the apparatus, it 
is re[ioried, is not as large, as a three-horse 
engine wi!l give a thousand torus to a minute 
to an ordinary sized machine.

Hy older of the judge, 
he was brought into court, ami, alliiougb he 
had been in the custody of the detendant ^incc 
Ap il, he evinced ihe niost lively signs ol 
recognition of a personal atlendant of the 
plainlitl, who it is claimed had him under hei 
care when a puppy. Tiie case was summed 
up, the immense Newronndl.inil d.ig, of a jet 
black color, with while chest and piws, being 
seated at t!.e side of the justice during the 
whole lime of the delivery of the charge t 
the jury. Under the cliarge of the court, the 
jury found a verdict for the phiimilf, being ir.- 
fliienced by the undoubted teslimony of the 
dumb animal. 



Tomatoes as a Feeding Cnop — Frequent- 
ly we find in our rambles among gardens that 
the crop of tomatoes is imiueiise and rolling 
on the ground. We ask why ilo you leave 
them thus? The reidy is : "l)li, they will 
not sell for enough to pay for picking and car 
rying lo maiket. ' Uut we say lliey pay for 
canning, which, however, is a labor and ofU n 
inconvenient lo be borne by those in the house, 
and for a small lot ot Iwo or ten bushels ol 
fruit it w ill not pay to creel a separate out- 
house and cooking arrangemenls. So leave 
out the canniiiL', lei us lake the oilier v.ilue.- 
of tomatoes and consider them as a variety ol 
food to our dinicslic animals. Fed lo poultry, 
one peck of i ipe tomnioes is as valuable as two 
quarts of corn, and fed with corn, quantity lor 
quantity, we believe Ihe balance of health 
gained by the fowls would credit lo the toma- 
to. Fed 10 milch cow.-;, tomatoes will add lo 
ihe milk equally with the same amonnl ol 
shorts. Horses eat iluni greedily, bill aside 
f'lom their tonic healtliliilness we do not know- 
there is any special gain, but in th it one item 
the horse usually fcil on grain will be bene- 
fiilcd to the imparling of renewed viaor, a 
brighter and soller skin and hair, more lhaii 
the value of Ihe tomatoes as compared with 
shorts. 

\Ye have often wondered that our milknc i 
who buy brewer's grain, yel have plenty ol 
land, should omil the use of the knowledge 
that a bushel of tomalocs will insure as much 
milk when fed lo the cow as a bushel of brew- 
er's grain. 



To Keei' the Fkkt Dwv.— We saw some 
years ago, in one of the Western papers (the 
Western Farmer, we think), the following: 
"Apply castor oil to the boot when dry and 
soak it by the fire till Ihe leaiber is saturated. 
Treat the soles in the some way, being careful 
to dry in well, so thai ihey will not grease the 
carpels. We once treated a pair of calf boots 
in Ihis way. and a few days after we walked 
five miles in saturated snow and water from 
six to ten inches deep at every step, and come 
out with feet iierfeclly dry. (Jastor oil will 
keep the leather .soft, piiable ami black, though 
not glossy, and quite impervious lo water." 



Soap for the II *m. — "I have heard said 
that soap has an injurious effecl on the hair, and 
therefore should not be used in washing the hi a 1. 
I use besides the daily cold water balh, while 
castile .soap and cold or cool water, as often 
as I think necessary, being careful to rinse 
all soap out of the hair afterward. It cleanses 
the scalp, and seems to have an admirable 
effect on the hair, making it very clean and 
pleasant lo the touch. Will you give us your 
opinion on the subject?" 

The continued use of soap upon the hair 
■will cause it lo become harsh and dry. If 
pure, soft water is not sulficient for cleanliness, 
occasionally use the while of an egg, well 
beaten up, and applied to the hair, rubbing it 
in thoroughly with the fingers. It is much 
better for the hair and scalp than soap.

Blue Ink. — Chinese blue, three ounces, ox- 
alic acid (pure), three quarters of an ounce, 
gum arabic (powdered), one ounce, distilled 
water, six pints. .Mix. 

To Clean Knives. — Cm a small potato in 
two; dip one half in brick dusl and rub the 
knives, and rust and slain will disappear like 
magic from their surfaces. 

Cologne Water— One pint of alcohol, 60 
drops of lavender, GO of uurgamonl, 60 drops 
of e^sence of lemon, 60 drops of orange water. 
To be corked np and well shaken, ll is bet- 
ter for considerable age.
